France, and in ii sepa- 
rate cage a swallow which had its 
nest under the gable rouf of the rail- 
road station at Antwerp: At 7.;!0 In 
the morning, all the birds were lib- 
erated at Compel^ne; '.he swallow 
took a northern direction as quick as 
lighting, while the pigeons made sev- 
eral spirals in the air before they 
started In the same direction. The 
swallow arrived at its nest in Ant- 
werp at 8.23, a. number of witnesses 
bling present at Its arrival. 


The first pigeons only arrived at 


their destination a: 11.30 of the 
same morning. 
The swallow had, 


therefore, covered the entire distance 
of 146^ miles In one hour and 18 
minutes, which Is equal to a speed 
of 128% miles an hour, or about 189 
feet a second, which Is about, double 
the speed of an express train. 


• The pigeons only reached a speed 


of 3 a miles an hour or 48 feet a sec- 
ond. It may be gathered from these 
figures how rapidly the migrations of 
swallows take place, as with the 
speed given above it would require 
only half a day to fly from Belgium 
or

"We have more demand for church 


pews than we can supply," said a 
dealer In second hand building mate- 
rials. "People buy second hand-pews 
to put into new churches, 
where 


economy is an object, an-d they are 
tised also In lecture rooms and iu 
Sunday school rdoina, and we always 
have more or less call for them. 


"But the supply Is small. There 


are not many churches torn down or. 
turned to other uses, us compared 
with the 'number of other buildings 
so handled, and then we don't al- 
ways get the pews. It depends on 
the wrecking specifications. 


"Pews are furniture, not a part of 


the church building; and, unless It Is 
other wise specified In the contract., 
the church organization may keep 
the pews and sell them Itself, or 
maybe give them away to some other 
church, or perhaps to the Salvation 
Army-.

Erb Was Known In Political Circles 


Throughout 
the 
Keystone State 


and Wife Was Accomplished Horse- 
woman—H;r Sister, Mrs. Beisel, 
Admitted Shooting During Strug- 


gle For Possession of Revolver 


Media, Pa., Jan. 8.—Mrs. M. F. 


Erb, widow of Captain J. Clayton 
Erb, who was well known in political 
circles all over Pennsylvania, and 
her sister, Mrs. Catherine 
Beisel, 


who -were charged with the murder of 
Captain Erb on the night of Oct. 6, 
1908, walked 
from 
the 
Delaware 


county courthouse free women. 


After,the jury had been out nearly 


eighteen hours it brought in a verdict 
of not guilty in the case of each wom- 
an, both of whom had' been charged 
separately and jointly with shooting 
the captain. 
Thus ends a trial that 


held the interest of the people for 
more than .a week, during which 
much 
scandalous 
evidence 
was 


brought out, some 6*f which did not 
reach the reading public.. 


After leaving the courtroom after 


the acquittal, Mrs. Erb and Mrs. 
Beisel went to the offices of their at- 
torneys and later In the.day left for 
Philadelphia. 
The future plans of 


the women are uncertain. Mrs. Bei- 
sel says she may return- to work in 
the bookbindery, -while Mrs. Erb will 
take a lang rest at her mother's home 
in Philadelphia. It is not improbable 
that the widow will make a contest 
tor a portion of Erb's estate, most of 
which was turned over to one of his 
sisters after his death.

Captain J. Clayton Erb was the 


confidential man of Israel Durham, 
the Republican leader of Philadel- 
phia. 
His wife was a well known

The Erbs had a town 


house and a country estate, called 
"Red Gables," in Delaware county, 
near Philadelphia.

It was constructed by a raput- 
cc eccentric, who for years past has 
been strengthening his residence with 
iron bars and other ingenious devices 
in order to make it strong enough to 
resist an earthquake. 


Great Task of Rescuers 


"The rescuers, during 
the

week, accomplished prodigies of en- 
durance.

jured, from the ruins.

time all the survivors, the total run- 
ning np into the tens of thousands, 
have been moved away, nourished, 
clothed and housed, all at the expense 
of the government.

secret service and criticising members 
of congress for their restriction of Its 
use. 


Owing to several senators having 


had advance information of the char- 
acter of the report which was sent to 
the senate, it was found out that the 
investigation of Tillman followed an 
attack which he made in the senate 
nearly a year ago upon an Oregon 
land company, which used his name 
as one of the persons interested In 
the concern.

taxpayers have bad to pay for a 
week's work in repairing the damage 
done by his thoughtlesness. A ques- 
tion Is. are there any other farmers 
in any other sections who are undo- 
ing the work accomplished in road 
building and are as careless of their 
own aud neighbors' interests as was 
this man? 


'Without wishing to be severe. It

They are usual- 
ly of the class which leaves farming 
Implements In the

corners 


through the winter, drive ill-kept 
horses, use narrow tires on their 
wagons, and complain of hard times. 


Men can not be legislated Into 


morality or decency, but they can be 
mulcted if they carry things too far 
against the interests of society. x\nd. 
as road improvement Is extended, it 
seems that farmers' organizations 
and granges might do much to save 
the money expended In this direc- 
tion by establishing a code that 
would at least send to Coventry the 
man who needlessly; damages the 
highways. 


Cities, as well as the rural "dis- 


tricts, have trouble along this line. 
"How 
can we have good pavements?" 


was the despairingexclamation of the 
Mayor of one of our largest muni- 
cipalities to a protesting delegation, 
"whet every morning an army of 3,- 
000 men start out to rip thsni np." 


If tbe pavements in cities were 


left undisturbed during their natural 
lifetime it would Inure to the reputa- 
Lion of the contractor and to the 
comfort and financial Interest of "the 
taxparer.

A small house ZG I'eet long, of even 


span, made In the following way, 
will prove useful 'and 'inexpensive. 
The foundation may be 
made 
of 


brick, concrete or grout, whichever 
Is most convenient to 
build, 
acd 


should be Ii inches wide and 3 l-'i 
feet high, of which 3 feet is in the 
ground. 


On this Is built a frame the length 


of the i.ouse and nigh enough to hold 
a 14x24 inch pane of glass;, the sash 
Ijars being set at right angles to the 
foundation]. 
The top of 
the side 


frame is made of 4x14 inches stud, 
planed and finistuu like a t.ot bed 
sash frame, to hold the sash bars. 
The ridge, made of 2x4 inch material, 
it supported on iron pipe posts, which 
are stronj, and light.

Paris, France. — Pigeon photo- 


graphers, v.'lio through the inventioa ! 
of Jules Nuubroniier are now recOg- • 
uized professionals or" the skies, are 
hailed iu Paris as the natural reflex 
action of the present furore for aerial 
navigation. 
Birds, says the French- 


man, have become photographers at 
the moment when men are trans- ; 
forming themselves into birds. 


The extraordinary function per- 


formed by the carrier pigeons when 
in rapid flight they take^ by means 
of an apparatus strapped 
to 
the 


breast, a series of pictures so quick- 
ly as to be almost in unbroken con- 
tinuity and of such sharp outlines as 
to lend themselves to veritably mar- 
vellous enlargement is something 
hitherto undreamed. 


The origin of the idea is peculiar 


and-carries one back to 1340 whe.ii 
a certain Mr. Xeubronner, a chemise 
of Crpnberg, conceived the ingenious 
idea of sending pigeons to all the 
p'hysicians in neighboring villages so 
that when a prescripton was needed 
in a hurry the pigeon might be dis- 
patched at once and the medicine 
ready an'd' waiting when called for. 
This saved time and often life. 


Others took up the "overhead ex- 


press." 
In France and America it 


•was practised. In 1S48 when the vil- 
lages near Cronberg were equipped 
with their own chemists this was no 
longer necessary, but some years ago 
Dr. Jules Xeubronner, the son of 
the former, revived this,method of 
communication between his office and 
a sanitarium at Falkens'tein, but the 
use he made of his serial post was to 
have rare medicaments, ordered by 
telephone, borne to him by the faith- 
ful little messengers. 


A trusted pigeon whose goings and 


comings could be reckoned on with 
clocklike regularly disappeared ones 
a whole month. It was in trying to 
find out what had become of the ex- 
press bird th;lt led Mr. Neubronner 
to think of photography. 


He gathered a number of pigeons 


into a big room and took pictures of 
them in a (light of twenty metres to 
the second. 
After preliminary trials 


during. the course of a journey by 
express train he made his first ex- 
.perimeyits with pigeons 
as 
photo- 


graphers and got proofs a centimetre 
square that ware relatively satisfac- 
tory. • 


After tliio he proceeded to perfect 


>^ . -"^s, using a special apparatus 
cotislrucced under his direction v.'ith 
a view to securing the clearest im- 
pression 'in the 
smallest 
possible 


space. 


Th'fs was fastened to the breast of 


the pigeon by a sort of elastic har- 
ness passed across the back. A small 
rubher bulb working 
automatically 


at regular intervals controlled tho 
lens instantaneously. 
By this meana 


views were taken, but enlarging the 
tiny camera will permit the register- 
ing of pictures every half minute in a 
flght of ten miles. 


Suggested by a mishap to one ot 


winged messengers of his pharmaceu- j 
tical post, Dr. Keubrouner's original ; 
idea has 
become enlarged to the '; 


point where the German Minister of 
War .-has interested himself in a pro- 
cess'which he believes will be valua- 
ble in the study of topography.

Cronberg Dr. Noubronner showed a : 
pigeon fully caparisoned, and

largemenfs of the photographs were 
thrown upon a screen. 
The pigeon 


in his strange cuirass 
looked 
the 


veritable warrior and seemed to feel 
the dignity of his office. 


The use of the carrier pigeon as a. 


messenger, brought about 
by the 


curious faculty which permits them 
to find their way hack to their nests, 
no matter from how great a distance, 
is of ancient tkyte.

Bostou.—The abandoned farms of 


New England have been taken ad- 
vantage of to a considerable extent 
for forestry work.

In ad- 
dition to this, several of the water 
companies haver adopted the tree- 
planting policy as a means of foster- 
ing the water supply. The redemp- 
tion of these farms is a very impor- 
tant thing to this section, for the in- 
creasing number of abandoned farraa 
has been a matter of serious alarm 
for a long time, and this step seems 
to offer a solution to the problem of 
utilizing the land which has besn 
standing idle. In Massachusetts this 
area of waste hr-s been computed at 
10 per cent, of the total area, while 
in Rhode Island alone there are no 
less than 228 of thfse abandoned 
farms.

"When we left Now York as mem- 


bers oftheHolyGhost sect," said Miss 
Collins, "we all believed that we had 
'the gift of tongues,' and we went 
out to teach the rest of the world 
our religion. 
We decided to sail 


for London. 
We escaped a great 


shipwreck, but they would not re- 
ceive us there. 
Then six of us got 


the call to go to India. 
We went 


from London and reached Calcutta 
in July. 
Mr. McElroy, who led us, 


thought we could do great things,In 
India. 


"Besides myself., there were- three 


girls from New York and two from 
Philadelphia. 
Wo nearly starved in
